And the sportsmen and sports- 
women wait a month or six weeks 
for the hockey season to open, with 
no sportive events to entertain them. 


Meanwhile, the gents whe have 
charge of the purse-strings for the 
various losing clubs—and most of 
the winners—find they are heavily 
“in the red” on the season's opera- 
tions. But what can be done about 
it all? And the answer to that is 
“Nothing—as long as the present 
short schedules are followed.” 


Your agent has consistently advo- 
cated a breaking away from the 
East-West playoffs at the end of the 
season, thus allowing more time for 
the different league schedules in 
Western Canada, More games for 
the teams would not only help to get 
the all of the clubs on the right side 
of the ledger in a financial way, but 
would speedily improve the calibre 
of the players and teams, 


On the last occasion the abandon- 
ment of the Dominion playoffs was 
advocated in this column, “Scotty” 
Brown, coach of many good junior 
clubs in this city, called to say that 
he was heartily in acocrd with the 
idea, So, too, are others. But whe- 
ther it is to come remains to be seen. 

Speaking of football I have talk- 
ed to many soccer fans who are 
wondering what is to be done to im- 
prove the brand of their favorite 
sport here next summer Many 
wonder how a senior league can 
function with the same slim crowds 
of Jast year, and advance the belief 
that inter-city soccer is the only 
solution, 


This is a subject that has been 
discussed by soceer fans and offi- 
cials here for some years past, But 
the plan was discarded last spring 
and five teams admitted to the local 
first division loop. And small crowds 
turned out to practically every 
game, So it would seem that it 
would not hurt next spring to try 
fewer teams and give the inter-city 
ides a whirl, at least,

Whitney Letter 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—The diffi- 
culty of forecasting the extent and 
duration of a technical rally is well 
recognized by all and fully appreciated 
by me However, I believe it both 
reasonable and logical to conclude 
with the market emerging towards the 
clase of yesterday's session on the 
upside, following a rather prowacted 
period of dullness and narrow price 
range, that additional advance is in 
prospect, I beleve the most advisable 
market procedure at the moment is to 
prepare to liquidate those positions 
which were established on the long 
side yesterday On the average, I 
would say the market is capable of 
advancing a point or so more. I would 
use this further advance to close out 
all stocks in my long account. I do 
not think because the liquidation of 
long stocks ts recommended that it 
necessarily followed that stocks should 
be sold short. There is considerable 
more prospect of the market turning 
dull and extremely dull with irregular 
declines, than there is of a recession 
large enough to make a short position 
worth while and profitable. In other 
words I believe we have again been 
brought to a point where, after get- 
ting out of long stocks, the best thing 
that one cou'd do is to stand aside and 


The carloading report today, as you 
were previously advised, will show a/ 
decline in loadings compared with the
